in the House of Representatives on 
May 28 to terminate the difficulty be- 
tween the Borough of Gettysburg and 
the Gettysburg National Park Commis- 
sion about the alley between Middle 
and High streets and crossing East 
Confederate avenue.

Work Road Tax Makes Trouble 


The state Highway Commissioner 


is holding to Judge Criswell'sdecision 
on the payment of the road tax. 


In some 12 township in Armstrong 


couuty at the February election, 1910, 
there was a vote taken whether the 
roau tax should be paid by work, aud 
iu a large majority of these townships 
the work tax carried. In several of 
these townships the supervisors have 
resigned, when they understood no 
cash road tax can legally be collected. 
One supervisor wrote Joseph W. Hun- 
ter regarding the situation aud re- 
ceived the following answer: 


Iu an opinion handed down by 


Judge Criswell, president Judge of the 
courts of Veuaugo, it is held that any 
townships which, under the provis- 
ions of the'Jones' law of 1909, voles 
for the adoption of the 'work tax' sys- 
tem cannot legally thereafter collect 
any portion of its road taxes in cash, 
but that the entire amount of road 
tax levied must oe worked out. 


Under this provision, 
therefore, 


road taxes must be collected entirely 
in cash or must be entirely worked 
out aud the system formerly iu use 
under which a portion of the work tax 
was worked out and a portion collected 
in cash cauaot be followed. 


JOSEPH W. HUNTER, 


State Highway Commissioner. 


There is uo provision made for the 


assessment of a cash tax with the 
work-tax system in vogue and there- 
fore the supervisors have no means of 
securing funds out of which to pay 
their salaries, purchase supplies or 
otherwise provide funds for needed 
improvements that cannot be worked 
out.
